SANITY IN PAPER MAKING 


A good many years ago a sample of an ear- 
ly novelty in cover paper was shown to the 
late Thomas Beckett. “Very interesting” he 
said,“ but we will continue to make standard 
papers, which will find an hundred users 
to one for this novelty, and which will be 


used long after this novelty is forgotten.” 


So was expressed, decades ago, the policy 
always associated with papers by Beckett
